RANDOLPH FIELD, Tex., July 29— 


(IN S)— Here at Randolph Field, “West 


Point 
of the Air,” is a long, white 
two-story building in which somber 


faced men in uniform speak in terms 


that befuddle the mind of the layman 


and even tile experienced air traveler. 


These uniformed men, commanded * 
by Lieut.-Col. 0 L. Heaven, have much j 
to say alK)ut the destinies of the army 
air corps, who shall be a pilot and 
who s h a l l not. Not only that, but they 
h a v e contributed more to aviation— 
and m edicine— than is or ever w ill be­ 
known. 
Activities of 
this 
unit, 
officially 
known as the Aviation School of Medi­ 
cine, are little known to the public. 
There is nothing secretive, however, 
about the results obtained from this 
school. As a matter of fact it is gen ­ 
erally 
broadcast 
the 
length 
and 
breadth of the United States 
not only 
for military aeronautics but com m er­ 
cial aviation as well. 
Offi< ial records of the war depart­ 
ment in Washington show that medi­ 
cal science has accomplished much for 
aviation since 1783 when the first ef 
fort was made to study effect of flying I 
upon living beings. 
About the 
first 
contact 
medical 
science had 
with 
aviation 
was 
at 
man’s first known invasion of the air. 
It was then that the doctors of 
the 
day learned living beings could exist 
iii the sky. 
This wats brought about 
by sm all anim als 
being attached to 
balloons which 
were sent 
skyward. 
All returned safely to earth with the 
exception of one 
which 
received a 
broken log. 
Since that day medical science has 
kept 
pace 
with aviation. 
The 
two 
worked together closely and today it 
is the doctors w ho say whet lier or riot 
a man or woman may become a pilot. 
Not only that, but medical science 
has even made it possible, in some 
instances, for civilians who heretofore 
could not travel by air because of 
their health, to fly with perfect com ­ 
fort in high altitudes.
